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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs 
of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under 
this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or 
a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this country, more than one 
year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claims 6, 8 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Panozzo (US Patent No. 3,563,638). 

Panozzo discloses a bi-focal mirror comprising: 
a mirror with two halves (Fig. 1, 12, 14), a convex half 
(14) and a plane half (12) , the convex half having a surface 
with a convex shape (column 2, line 63), and the plane half 
having a flat half (see Fig. 3), wherein the thickness part of 
the convex half is located at a middle of the convex half and 
the thickest part of the convex half extends from a top of the 
convex half to a bottom of the convex half (see Fig. 2), and the 
top of the convex half is in a plane that is higher than a plane 
of the flat surface (see Fig. 3) . Further comprising a 
transparent (inherent) cover that arches across a front of the 
bi-focal mirror and attaches to a left and a right sides of the 
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mirror (see 62 and column 4, lines 58-63) . The mirror is 
adapted to be attached to vehicle including a car or truck (see 
Fig. 7) . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
3- The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which 
forms the basis for all obviousness rejections set forth in this 
Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically 
disclosed or described as set forth in section 102 of this title, if the 
differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior 
art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at 
the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the 
art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be 
negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

4. Claims 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Panozzo in view of Edelman (U.S. Patent 
No. 5, 005, 962) . 

Panozzo discloses the claimed invention as set forth above 
except the bi-focal mirror is produced from a single piece of 
glass and has a small warning is visible on the convex half that 
warns drives that images are closer than they appear. Edelman 
discloses a bi-focal mirror that is a single piece (Fig. 1) and 
has a small warning that is visible on the convex half that 
warns drivers that images are closer than they appear (Fig. 2, 
11) . It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
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art to make the bi- focal mirror to be a single piece for the 
purpose of reducing material costs and to have has a small 
warning that is visible on the convex half that warns drivers 
that images are closer than they appear to prevent accidents due 
to bind-spots . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground (s) of 
rejection. 

Conclusion 

7 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is 
considered pertinent to applicant's disclosure. Kim et al (US 
Patent No. 5,517,367) discloses an interior mirror that has a 
flat surface and a convex surface.
